IS NOT A CANDIDATE FOR U. S. SENATOR. 



Cincinnati, December 8th, 1800. 
Te the Editor of The Commercial Tri 
bunt— Dear Bir: I sincerely thank you 
for your kind Inquiry, and will answer in 
(be same spirit that pervades it. 

The office of Senator is an exalted one, 
and one that could not well be refused if 
tendered; but I am not a candidate for 
the place and at man bas authority from 
me to so announce. I bare not been to 
Canton, nor any other place save this 
dty. Nor hava I bad any consulta- 
tion with any one concerning the per- 
formance of my duty. I have received 
no advice concerning the calling of an 
extra session save gratuitous advice tram 
s in the way of editorials and 
pt 1 have noticed in the 
the last day or two that several county 
committees had attempted to throw 
•erne light on the situation. This did 
not surprise me, however, as I had been 
informed that one of the Senatorial 
didates had fallen upon this plan. The 
persons who are advising a session t 
to one of the following 



First— The brokers who long since have 
discounted 30 per cent, the claims held by 
the people, and who were enabled to 
make this discount by advancing the ar 
guraent tbat the claims could not be pafd 
until after the regular session in January, 
1898 To have these claims paid sooner 
would of course swell their profits. 

Second— gome persons who desire to be 
elected Senator and fear that delay may 
prove dangerous. 

Third— Democrats who are ready to 
seize on every proposition, real or imagi- 
nary, that will enable them to criticize 
the Administration. 

Fourth— A number of weak minded 
howlers who think their presence in this 
world will not be known unless they rush 
headlong Into print. 

- The people are not demanding anything 
of the kind. We have been afflicted 
once with the present Legislature and 
naturally enough do not desire-' te repeat 
the dose.

A NKW POINT IS KD. 

In the first place, before any vacancy 
has occurred, it is provided that the Leg- 
islature chosen next preceding the expira- 
tion of tbe time for which the Senator is 
elected shall, on the second Tuesday after 
its meeting and organization, proceed to 
elect, and points out the method of elec- 
tion, providing tbat a vote shall be taken 
each day until n Senator is elected. The 
second section makea provision that when- 
ever, on tbe meeting of the Legislature, 
a vacancy exists, the Legislature shall, on 
the second Tuesday after its commence- 
ment and organization, proceed to elect; 
or if a vacancy occurs during a session, 
it shall proceed on the second Tuesday 
after the organization and notification of 
the vacancy. 

The additional section gives tbe Gov 
ernor authority to appoint where a va 
cancy results from resignation or other- 
wise during tbe recess of the Legislature. 

This is all the law on the subject, and 
under this and this alone is there author- 
ity to elect or appoint a Senator.

The Legislature met last January. It 
undertook to perform Its duties under 
Section 1st, but failed and adjourned sine 
The instrument provided by law to 
elect before the vacancy occurred has 
proven valueless. Now, is there a va- 
cancy today? Surely not. Senator 
Blackburn is In Washington, performing 
the duties of his office. When will a va- 
cancy exist? Clearly not until March 
next. It will be observed tbat Sextioa 2 
gives the Legislature the right to elect, 
provided there is a vacancy when it. as 
sembles or a vacancy occurs after it as* 
lies. No such state of affairs now 
exists If a session had been called and 
a Senator should be chosen prior lo 
March, such action would be unauthor- 
ized and tbe Senator elected not entitled 
to bis seat. And in this connection it is 
well enough to bear In mind that the ses 
sions of tbe Legislature in Kentucky are 
limited to sixty days The Constitution 
provides that members shall be paid 95 
per day for each day's attendance on a 
session, together with mileage, and then 
inserts the proviso that no session shall 
extend beyond sixty days. 

TITLE MUST BB ABOVE SUSPICION. 

In order to place tbe title of tbe eens 
tor-elect above suspicion, ho should not 
be elected until after the vacancy occurs. 
Therefore a session called after lbs 4tU of 
March would be in ample lime. It must 
not bs forgotten thst in esse of a vote be- 
ing taken on the right of a Senator from 
Kentucky to take his seat tbe Free silver 
Senators will have a majority, end surely 
no risks should be run about so important 
a matter. 

Had a session been called for the 1st of 
Dscsmbsr It would expire the 1st of Feb 
ruary, at which date there would be no 
vacancy, and a Senator-elect at such a 
session would not be allowed admission.

The McKinley Electors in Tennessee 
contemplate holding a meeting at which 
they will formally petitioa Congress to 
investigate the late eleetlon in Tennes- 
see.

Hatha, Deo. la- 
st Artemis* reports that Oen. Weyler, 
with his troops, passed through San 
Cristobal In Pinar Del Rio province on 
the 7th, marching along the highway 
eaat toward Candelaria. It is still un- 
known, the correspondent adds, 
whether or not the captain general has 
encountered any body of "the insur- 
gents. 

The Havana newspapers all print 
leading articles upon the alleged death 
of Maceo, and all of them express joy 
over the report of hi* demise. They 
also publish more detailed accounts of 
the finding of the bodies alleged to be 
those of Maceo and young Uomez, 
tending to verify the reports of their 
death. . 

It is reported that a band of rebel* 
attacked Arroyo Naranja near Havana, 
setting fire to many of the houses in 
the town. After sharp fighting the in- 
surgents were repulsed. Five of the 
soldiers forming the garrison of the 
town were wounded and one woman 
wa* killed. The rebel*, it ia said, lost 
heavily, but carried their dead and 
wounded away with them. 
1 Jacinto Collado Rodriguez wa* shot 
Wednesday at Matanzas for the crime 
of rebellion. 

Twenty-five hundred more reinforce- 
ment* for the army in Cuba arrived 
from Spain Thursday. Capt. Gen. 
Weyler, in view of the scarcity of the 
supply of meat for the troops and the 
residents of the towns in Pillar del 
Rio provinces, caused by the difficulty 
of getting cattle for slautfhtir, 
■ned a decree ordering the troops to 
assist the cattle men to get their stock 
into the fields. The decree also pre- 
scribes rule* for the payment to the 
owners of the value of their cattle. 

The newspaper press of Havana re- 
mains silent concerning the reference 
to Cuba contained in President Cleve- 
land's message. Official circulars also 
maintain absolute reserve in regard to 
the subject 

IMMIGRATION BILL. 



Washington, Dec. 10. — Senator 
Lodge, who ha* determined to pass the 
immigration bill this session, says it 
will be amended. 

The clause which exclude* Illiterate* 
between the ages of 16 and AO years 
wttl be changed to include all over 14 
year* and under 80. The senate bill 
now provides that Immigrant* snail be 
able to read and write "some lan- 
guage." This is believed to be a 
faulty provision and the wording will 
be changed so as to compel aspirants, 
for a residence in America to read apfl 
write either "their native language or 
the English language." There seems 
to be little doubt that the Immigration 
bill will pass.

Washington, Dec. 10.— The house 
committee on banking and currency at 
their meeting Wednesday unanimously 
adopted the two resolutions which fol- 
low. The flr»t wa* introduced by Mr. 
Brosiu* (rep., Pa.) and reads thu»: 

"Resolved, That with a view to ob- 
taining the latest and best thought on 
the subject of our financial and bank- 
ing system, this committee invite sug- 
gestions and communications from 
financial, commercial and industrial 
organizations which may have any 
definite plan to present on the sub- 
ject" 

The second was offered by Mr. John 
son (rep., Ind.): 

"Resolved, That all general bills now 
before this committee contemplating a 
revision of the banking and currency 
Bystem, be submitted to the controller 
of the currency with the request that 
he analyze the satoe in writing and 
come before this committee and state 
the effect of each bUl If enacted into 
law, and also that he formulate and 
submit to this committee his views of 
a proper measure for the revision of 
icial and banking system of

The committee do not expect to 
reach a conclusion regarding a proper 
banking bill in time to present to the 
house at this session, but it is confi- 
dently expected that one will be ready 
for the called session of congress which 
is generally snticipated. 

The committee adjourned until one 
week from Wednesday. 

THE BILL 



Capital Column. Ion Likely to Fuse Con- 
crete. 

Washington. Dec. 10.— Word has 
been passed out that in all probability 
the bill of Congressman Phillips, of 
Pennsylvania, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a non-partisan commission to 
collate Information, to consider and 
recommend legislation, to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul- 
ture and capital, will pass both houses 
at this session. The author of the bill 
is a Pennsylvania millionaire who has 
grown philanthropic and has devoted 
much time and thought to the subject 
of improving tho 
capital and labor, 
be known as the 
skin" is to be composud of "three 
men representative of labor, three men 
representative of agriculture, three 
men representative of manufacturing 
and three men representative of busi- 
ness," — twelve men in all— a isajority 
of whom shall not belong to any one 
of the political parties which took 
part in tho last presidential election. 
The president is given power to ap- 
point and remove in his discretion 
The terms provided for are two years 
and the salaries SA.UUO a year and trav- 
eling expense*. 

The bill passed the house last ses- 
sion, was favorably reported in the 
senate and Is now well up on the cal- 
endar. If passed this session Presi- 
dent Cleveland would have the power 
to appoint. This fact may serve to de- 
ter republicans from working for the 
measure at this session, but the au- 
thor of the bill, who is a republican, 
says he has no objection to President 
Cleveland maklng.the appointments. 

COLUMBIAN BELL

P Russia, France and Great Hrltal» Has 
decreed it. Should he resist or fail to 
bow at once to the inevitable, then the 
combined fleets of those three powers 
will enforce their behest. 

Such, in brief, is the Infinitely wel- 
come news which will brinj? relief and 
a sense of restored self-respect to the 
whole Christian world. It is not offi- 
cially announced yet It may even be 
discredited in certain quarters for a 
few hours as premature. Hut it can 
be affirmed, nevertheless, without res- 
ervation. 

It was not until Tuesday that the 
full consummation was reached. Rus- 
sia, France and Great Rritain arrived 



of action last 
the necessity of getting- the consent of 
the other three powers which were 
signatories of the Berlin convention, 
Italy and Germany agreed without 
much demur. Austria hesitated long, 
and it was not until after Tuesday's 
emergency cabinet council in LorJdon, 
which discussed and approved the 
/whole plan, that the Austrian ambas- 
sador notified Lord Salisbury of the 
rather unwilling assent of the govern- 
ment that the Russian, French and 
Urltish fleets shall force the Darda- 
nelles, if necessary, in the execution of 
the new policy. 

The solution of the Turkish problem 
provides nothing so radical as a divis- 
ion of the Turkish empire. Such a 
project haa not been for a moment 
considered. The integrity of Turkey 
will be substantially maintained. 

The terms of the new policy have 
practically been dictated by Russia. 

There are two or three versions in 
diplomatic circles of the policy at last 
decided upon. This is one: 

That Russia shall occupy the north- 
eastern corner formed by the Bos- 
porus and the Black sea and extend- 
ing to a point about half way down 
the Bosporus; that Constantinople and 
the Dardanelles shall be placed under 
European protection, but shall remain 
under the rule of the sultan, the forts 
at the Dardanelles being dismantled 
and the passage becoming entirely 
free. No further change is suggested 
in regard to the Integrity of the Turk- 
ish empire. 

This includes also European super- 
vision of some of the sultan's appoint- 
ments. 

SPANISH CABINET 



The cabinet held a meeting Wednesday 
for the purpose of considering Presi- 
dent Cleveland's message to congress. 
Ex-Premier Sagasta declared that the 
message is of so much importance that 
he will wait the receipt of the full text 
of the document before discussing if. 

Some of the Spanish newspapers de- 
clisre that the message provokes Eu- 
rope, not Spain alone. 

The general opinion here is that the 
references to Cuba and Spain contained 
in President Cleveland's message to 
congress show that It is the intention 
of the United States to con form more 
and more to the Monroe doctrine every 
time a case arises to which that princi- 
ple is applicable. 

The cabinet, after debating the text 
of the message Wednesday, will form 
some definite judgment, which it is be- 
lieved will result in a modification of 
the relations of Spain with the United 
States. 

The Heraldo says that the presi- 
dent's message foreshadows the inter- 
vention of the United States in Cuba in 
March next, but adds that Spain will 
repel the arrogance of the American 
government 

The Strike at Bbaw, W. V« 

Washington, Dee. 10.— A dispatch 
from Piedmont, W. Va., says: The 
strike at the mines at Shaw, W. Va., 
on the West Virginia Central St Pitts- 
burgh railroad, has reached such a 
threatening stage that armed deputies 
have been placed at the mines to pro- 
tect the new men at work.
